Big Show to be Held at Ottawa 
In 1927 ‘ 

Tho department of agriculture is 
making preliminary arrangement for 
the world’s poultry congress, which, 
as a result of the efforts of F. C. El- 
ford, Dominion poultry husbandman at 
the congress held at Barcelona, Spain, 
this spring, is to be held in Ottawa in 
the year 1927, 

The appcintment of a committee to 
attend to the preliminary arrange- 
ments has been conisdered and 
the minister of agriculture has author- 
ized the appointment of the follow- 
ing westerners: J. H. Hare, poultry 
commissionerr, Edmonton; R. K. Bak- 
er, University of Saskatchewan, Sas- 
katoon; M. C, Herner, Manitoba Agri- 
cultural College, Winnipeg; R. J. Coll, 
Winnipeg; W. Moore, Vancouver; M. 
H. Rutledge, Sardis, B.C.; Mrs. John 
Holmes, president R.O.P., Regina. 

Hon. W. R. Motherwell will act as 
honorary chairman; Dr. J. H. Gris- 
daie, deputy minister of agriculture, 
will act as chairman of the. commit- 
tee, and F. C. Elford, Dominion poul- 
try husbandman, as vice-chairman and 
general director of the congress. 


May Colonize Alaska 


Movement to This Effect by U.S. 
Dspartment of Interior 
Attention has been directed by the 
U.S. Department of the Interior to the 
proposition of the colonization of parts 
of Alaska with farmers. <A special 
report has been received at the de- 
partment which asserts favorable con- 
ditions exist for the colonization of 
50,000 farmers in the territory, with 
prospects for a ready market for crops 
raised in the warm summer season. 
The report points out that the 
Alaska Railroad runs through the 
heart of a region containing fine soils 
and that almost every variety of agri- 
cultural products may be raised.with 
railroad transportation facilities avail- 
able for shipment of surplus crops not 
needed for home consumption. 


Will Rebuild Ancient Castle 


Viscount Lascelles Wishes to Maintain 
Connection In Ireland 
Viscount Lascelles, it is announced, 
has decided to rebuild the ancient cas- 
tle of the Clanricardes and to lve 
there for some months each year. He 
hopes to establish a racing stud inj the 
famous stables almost at once. The 
castle, which was burned down by ac- 
cident in 1826, was first erected in 
1588 by the Earl Clanricarde. It has 
remained a ruin, but the outer walls 
were not affected by the fire to any 
great extent. Lord Lascelles, it is 
said, has always wished to maintain 
his connection with his ancient family 
seat, and it is hoped that Princess 
Mary will like an Irish home.

Soviet Russia Takes Drastic Measures| Sir Auckland Geddes, Chairman of 


To Suppress Evil 

Although Soviet Russia recently de- 
clined to join the League of Nations’ 
opium commission, the Bolshevik au- 
thorities have promulgated measures 
for the suppression of the illicit drug 
traMc which are more drastic than 
the United States penal and preyen- 
tive legislation. 

Hereafter, every person convicted 
of selling narcotics will not only be 
imprisoned. or deported for a long 
period, but all his property will be 
confiscated and the offender deprived 
of citizenship. 

Consumers of forbidden drugs will 
be dealt with only a little less scvere- 
ly than vendors. They will be quar- 
antined in special anti-narcotic insti- 
tutions at hard labor and released only 
upon a certificate from a physician:

The highest radio-telephonic station 
in. the world has been opened at the 
observatory on the Pic du Midi, some 
10,000 feet in altitude. The station 
uses a 350-meter wave length and has 
an antenna capacity of 800 watts. 

The installation was taken up the 
mountain in sections, the heavier 
parts on mule back and the delicate 
instruments by hand. 

In addition to assuring communica- 
tion between the observatory and Bag- 
neres, which has hitherto been pre- 
carious, owing to the breaking of 
wires by avalanches, the station will 
render immense service to agriculture 
by broadcasting weather forecasts. 

It is also expected that it will faci- 
litate the study of various radio pheno- 
mena including the “fading” of signals 
from distant stations.

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MAY APPEAL TO 
SUPREME COURT | 
ON RATES CASE 


Olttawa.—CGranting by the railway 
commission of leave to appeal to the 
Supreme Court from its majority judg- 
ment in the Crow’s Nest rates\case is 
the first effective move by the prairie 
provinces to combat the abolition of 
the Crow agreement. While the 
leave is granted, the commission re- 
serves judgment on the form of ques- 
tions to be submitted. 

There was conflict between counsel 
as to whether, as the railways claim, 
one fundamental question suffices, or 
whether there should be several. 
is agreed that the primary question . 
whether the Crow’s Nest is a special 
act overriding the General Railway 
Act, or whether the commission’s au- 
thority under the latter is not cir- 
‘cumscribed by any special enactment. 
Counsel for the prairie provinces de- 
sire, however, to go further and have 
the court pronounce on the question 
of discrimination, and say whether the 
Crow's Nest Act, if valid, should be 
applicd generally, or only to lines and 
localities existing in 97. The enldrge- 
ment of the reference is opposed, as 
unnecessary, by the railway commis- 
sion, and forcibly so by Commissioner 
Boyce. 


To Stimulate Production 


Forward Agricultural Policy Adopted | 


By Baldwin Government 

London—A forward, agricultural pol- 
icy on the part of the Baldwin Govern- 
ment jis foreshadowed in an_ official 
announcement, stating that the gov- 
ernment, in conyoking a conference of 
the owners of agricultural lands, 
farmers and farm laborers, with rep- 
resentatives of the government, aims 
at the adoption of methods to main- 
tain an increase of arable land and 
stimulate a maximum production of 
foodstuffs, 

The statement declares that 
proposed conference should aim at 
an addition of at least 1,000,000 acres 
of arable land, but should not give un- 
due attention to the production of 
wheat to the exclusion of livestock, 
dairying and other agricultural actiy- 
ities. It points out that cultivated 
land can, in an emergency, be divert: 
ed to wheat, whereas normally it is 
not a national necessity to grow wheat 
to a greater extent than is economical- 
ly profitable.

Foreign Press Criticism 


London Evening Standard Reminds 
U.S. of the “Maine” Incident 
London.—That the press of the 
world in general is of somewhat dif- 
ferent mind than the Conservative 
newspapers of England, there is ample 
evidence in long extracts from the for- 
eign editorial pages which are pouring 

into London by wire and wireless. 

The Evening Standard, in an edi- 
torial bearing the caption “The For- 
eign View,” says of the press criti- 
cisms in France and the United 
States: 

“America asserts in regard to large 
parts of the globe a doeirine at least 
as strong as that for which we have 
secured recognition in Egypt. We 
must assert our own right to deal with 
what is essentially our own affair, in 
our own way. ‘This fis not a dispute 
of the kind with which the League of 
Nations is qualified to deal. 

“In regard to American criticism 
that the British Government has 
attended to capitalize, for state pur- 
poses, a burst of indignation, and to 
use an assassination to do the work 
of statesmanship it would be easier 
if jt were desirable to resort to the 
‘tu quoque.’ ° 

“The great republic {s extremely 
sensitive concerning all attacks by 
small powers on its citizens and all 
assaults on national honor. We 
should hesitate to suggest that it 
has ever capitalized an incldent otf 
that kind, but the American flag 
waves in the Philippines because an 
accideit happened in Havana har- 
bor.”

London—The discovery of a _net- 
work of plots throughout Egypt, de- 
clared to menace the lives of British 
officials in that country and in the 
Sudan, from the governor-general 
down to civil clerks, has caused the 
British authorities to issue orders for 
the arrest and imprisonment of all 
prominent anti-British plotters.

official quarters here. 

» Great Britain, it is stated, intends 
to safeguard the lives of its subjects, 
and it is the belief of the men on the 
ground that the best method is to ar- 
rest the plot leaders, no matter what 
rank or position they may occupy in 
their country. Field Marshal Vis 
count Allenby, British high commis+ 
sioner in Egypt, has expressed the 
hope and opinion that the new Egyp- 
tion cabinet will co-operate in break- 
ing up the plots,'in addition to accept- 
the British demand that political 
meetings be stopped.

feelings and to further such plots as 
that for the murder of the Sirdar. 


Beam Wireless Station 


First Station In America Is Erected 
Near Montreal 
Montreal_—For communication by 
means of Signor Marconi’s new 
“beam” system with similar stations 
which are being erected in England by 
the Marconi Company on behalf of the 
British Post OMce Department, the 
first of five steel towers measuring 
350 feet, which will support the aerial 
and reflectors of the new Marconi 
-beam wireless station at Drummond: 
ville, near Montreal, was finished this 
week. It will be the first station in 
America to use the beam system of 
transmission in commercial _ tele- 

graphy. 

A receiving station of the same cir- 
cuit is being built at Yamachiehe, 
Que., als6 with five steel towers 350 
feet in height, and rapid progress is 
being made.

Fermentation in Butter-making 

The keepink quality of butter de- 
pends very largely upon the fermen- 
tations that take place not only dur- 
ing the ripening of the cream but in 
the butter afterwards. Milk and 
eream are subject to many types of 
fermenting agencies and if allowed to 
take their natural course, develop all 
manner of flavors in the finished pro- 
duct. Sy pasteurization the molds, 
yeasts and bacteria contained in dairy 
products are brought under control. 
In order to make a study of thls ques- 
tion the dairy branch of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, during the past 
summer, carried on research, using 
samples of butter collected from fac- 
teries in several of the provinces ®ot 
Canada. Many of these samples 
showed almost numberless bacteria, 
hundreds of molds and thousands of 
yeasts to the cubie centimetre. These 
came from creameries where pas- 
teurization had not been practised. On 
the other hand, samples were received

The Northern Lights 


Scientist Hopes to Harness Aurora 
For Benefit of Ciyilization : 
Directly under the Northern Lights, 
where their shifting brilliance fills the 
air with a sound he Mkens to faint 
rustling of silk or cracking of tissue 
paper, Donald DB. MacMillan, Arctic 
explorer, will establish next summer 
a permanent scientific station, where 
he hopes to discover what the Aurora 
is and how it can be harnessed to 
serve civilization, he states. 

The most fascinating phenomenon 
of the north, Captain MacMillan de- 
fles any man to estimate the potential 
power of the strange illumination cen- 
tring over Labrador. The first step, 
he sald, in bringing it under man’s 
control, is to measure its distance 
from the earth. This he proposes fo 
do with the aid of motion picture 
cameras. 

“Next summer,” Captain MacMillan 
said, “I shall set up two cameras a 
certain distance apart north and south 
of the centre of radiation. Both will 
be focussed on the same star above 
he Ughts and will be snapped at the 
same time. Knowing the distance of 
the chosen star from the carth and 
using il as the apex of the triangle, a 
perpendicular will be dropped to the 
base and the comparative clevation of 
the Aurora measured. 
“The Northern Lights,” he explain- 
ed, “do not enter above-the North Pole 
as is generally believed, but more than 
1,200 miles south. It is to this mag- 
netic pole and. not to the North Pole 
that the needle of the compass Is at- 
tracted.” 
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Contents of Cobalt Ore 


number of Valuable Metallic 
Substances Are Extracted 
To the uninitiated, ore is just ore 
If it happens to contain bright specks 
at once the supposition is that it con- 
tains gold or islver. To the metallur- 
gist, however, every species of ore 
presents its own special features, says 
the Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terlor. In the case of Cobalt ores 
from the Cobalt district of Northern 
Ontario, when this field was first de- 
veloped, the silver was looked upon 
as the only content worth developinig. 
Cobalt ore, however, provides a num- 
ber of metallic substances, each of 
which is very valuable in its own spe- 
cial field. Irom the ores of the Co- 
balt fleld is extracted arsenic, silver, 
copper, cobalt, cobalt oxide, and cobalt 
salts, with a small iron content. The 
demand for arsenie for the protection 
of the cotton crop of the southern 
states intensified the production of 
this insecticide. — Formerly arsenic 
was recognized as a nuisance in any 
ores of which it formed part. Cobalt 
oxide Js used as an alloy in the manu- 
facture of a high-grade tool steel 
known as stellite. Cobalt itself is the 
ingredient of wany compounds which 
provide the beautiful blue colors in 
poreelains, pottery, glass, ete, and It 
jg especially valuable in producing 
that pottery so dear to the heart of 
the connoisseur of china, 
blue.

THE MAN BORN BLIND 


Golden Text: One thing I know, 
that, whereas I was blind, now I see. 
John 9,25. 

Lesson: John 9.1-41, 

Devotional Reading: 
19.1-8. 


Revelation 


The Question About the Connection 
Between Blindness and Sin, verses 1-5. 
The Jews held that calamities were 
always the result of sin, as the great 
drama of Job so strikingly proclaims. 
“Rabbi, who sinned, this man, or his 
parents, that he should be born blind?” 
questioned the disciples as they came 
upon a man blind from his birth, sit- 
ting where beggars sat at the gate of 
the temple. “The disciples see the 
difficulty of the orthodox Jewish ex- 
planation. There is probably a refer- 
ence ejther to the Greek view of the 
soul’s pre-existence, or to the possi 
bility of prenatal sin, an idea recogniz- 
ed in Rabbinic theology” (Peake). “In 
the presence of the evils of the world, 
how many content themselves with 
asking curlous questions! It is in- 
evitable that we reflect and reason 
about dark problems, but let us be sure 
that we deal with them personally, 
practically, as Jesus did” (Watkin- 
son). Sin does cause suffering, but 
the disciples’ pitiless logic of no sin, 
no suffering, was quietly denied by 
the Master. Jesus’s answer voices 
the principle that suffering is in God’s 
plan for this world, that it offers op- 
portunity for divine power and for hu- 
man effort. “Neither did this man 
sin, nor his parents; but that the 
works of God_-should be manifest in 
him.” The need for help is urgent, 
the time for my working {is short, 
continued Jesus. “When I am in the 
world, I am the light of the world,” 
He added; the miracle which He was 
about to perform on the eyes of the 
blind man was_typical of his power to 
give spiritual ‘sight. Dr. G. Camp- 
bell Morgan makes the interesting 
suggestion that we change the colon 
after the word “parents” to a period, 
and read the last clause with verse 
four, changing the period after “Him” 
to a comma, thus, But that the worl 
of God should be made manifest in 
Him, we must work the works of Him 
that sent me, while it is day: the night 
cometh, when no man can_ work.

Fire Losses Decline 


WerexSmaller In 1923 Than In Year 
Before 

An increase of $2,907,043 in the 
amount of fire insurance business 
transacted in 1928, as compared with 
the preceding year, is shown in the re- 
port of the federal superintendent of 
insurance. Last year’s figures show 
that the amount of fire premuims writ- 
ten was $53,943,249, as compared with 
$51,036,206 for 1922. The losses in- 
curred for 1923 were less by $882,- 
267 than the losses for 1922, the fig- 
ures being $34,292,671 and $35,174,938, 
respectively. The ratio of losses to 
premiums written for 1923 is there- 
fore 63.57 per cent. in comparison 
with 68,97 per cent. fn 1922, and 56.02 
per cent. for the last five years.
